He passed quietly away (it 12.30 last 


uight nttet a prolonged struggle for life. 


After the shock received at B.30 yestcr- 


dav afternoon the attending physicians 
realized that the end was near at hand. 


At 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon . rhe 


bulletin issued showed the steady inarch 
ol tlie insidious disease of the kidneys in 
:he declaration that tlie uracto'ic symptoms 
,vere well marked; that the clogged kid- 
neys refused to net and the fatal poison 
tvas spreading through the system with 
saialyzLng effect on mind and body. 


At"-11 o'clock the last bulletin -WES 


ssued. 
Governor 
Greenhalge had a 


second shock. The first wim lost Thurs- 
lay nifflit. 
His temperature was 103. 


(Uraeinic fever.) 
Pulse 132 and very 


weak. The general condition at present 
is that of uraemic poisoning.

Attending Physicians. 


This was the last intelligence the att'end- 


_ng doctors gave to the press until the 
fatal poison had dona its work and the 
governor of the commonwealth was no 
lore. 


At the House. 


Members o[ the governor's staff, rela- 


tives and immediate friends were tit the 
house after tlie death of the governor and 
did everything in tlieir power to console 
the grief stricken lamily, the members oC 


bore up wonderfully well under 


the long nud trying ordeal through which 
they had passed. 


Mrs. Greenhslge, who has been her be- 


loved husband's faithful nurse throughout 
his illness,,liud but little rest, if any at 
all, during the heart-rending siege, but 
like tha brave helpmate of so noble a 
character as her husband, she bore her sad 
burden.with remarkable fortitude. 


His children, two, even to little l)ick, 


his father's pet, Ijpre up heroically. 


It was a bleak night and the wiud sang 


a requiem through the trees ,which sur- 
rounded the governor's mansion,- noble 
trees which the chief executive loved so 
dearly. 
The little group of newspaper men, who 


called at the house after the anno'uncb- 
ment of the sad end, were met by Qen. 
Champlin of the Governor's staff who has 
been very faithful in bis attendance. 


The general ' said: 
"The 
governor 


passed away quietly nnd peacefully, sink- 
ing gradually iuto .that deep slumber 
which knows no waking. 


"During the afternoon and night there 


were but few convulsions, and they were 
only incidental to the progress of the dis- 
ease.

The "Western "Union Telegraph o3ice 


was crowded with newspaper meu during 
thu afternoon and duriiig tl:o night, unti' 
the telephone message announcing the 
death was received shortly after twelve 
o'clock.

hour and before many Lad been given out 
It was apparent to every one that nil hope 
hnd departed from even the most sanguine 
of the watchers by the bedside.

Inquiries innumerable were answerec 


by those in the telephone, office,- and it was 
noticed that the many who asked the ques 
tions eagerly and listened to the hopeless 
answers with "bated breath, reprnsented al 
classes, creeds and nationalities. 


All were made akin to" that sad touch o

Since Gen. Butler's death never in th

In the Sick Room. 


At tho bedsida was the devoted wife, let 


face haggard with the long and weary 
vifiil. She steadfastly refused to leave her 
husband, and the doctors trausfcrred'thtir 
anxiety to her.

ie couch at her h usband's side, snatching 
rlef moments of sleep.

On last Thursday he suffered a slight 
hock; ou Saturday evening he had:an-, 


shock, and last night another st- 


ack.

A "VkCADt OfflC«. 


BOSTON, &Iarch 5.—For the first time In 


over 20 years the gubernatorial chair is 
vacant. During the sickness o" GoTsrnrr 
3reenhalge, according to the constitution, 
Lieutenant Governor 'Woloott w'as offi- 
cially known as "acting governor." The 
constitution does not transmit the title of 
jovernor to the second officer of the stuto 
Ln the event of the death of the flrst officer. 


Lleutenaut Governor Wolcott today sent 


a message to the leglilature officially noti- 
fylcgitoftho governor's death, and Im- 
mediately Issued a public proclamation 
announcing to the people of the common- 
wealth that there is a vacancy in the office 
of governor. 
The lieutenant governor 


then ceases to be "acting governor," but 
becomes lieutenant governor and conr 
jnander-in-chief. 


Governor Greenhalge's last day at tte 


state house was Friday, Feb. 7, and then 
he remained In the executive chamber bet 
_ few hours. 
He .signed several acts, 


which had been passed by the legislature, 
before leaving. At 4 o'clock Iu the after- 
noon he went to Sprlngfteld, to take part 
in the dedication of the new state armory 
there. He cams to Boitou on Saturday, 
Feb. 8, but did not go to the state house. 
This was the lut time he leffc Lowell. 


Governor Greenhalge's last official act 


was his ines»age-to the legislature on Feb. 
34, announcing the death, of ex-Governor 
Robinson. On Feb. 15 a batch of papers 
were sent by u special messenger to Lowell 
for 
the governor's 
official signature. 


These consisted of 23 acts of the legisla- 
ture and five resolves, all ot which th-j 
governor signed, " althbagh 4? commis- 
sions, dated Feb." 27, the last meeting of 
the executive council, bear his signature 
These commissions are all for justices of 
tha peace and notaries public. 


A Pithetlc Inoldant. 


Apathetic Incident of his last sickness 


followed a postponement of- the annual re 
ception given'by the governor of the com- 
monwealth to the people on Washington's 
birthday.

planned, and at the time "being pursued by 
the pupils.

Let cs seo about ic. 


At least two of the great evils trader 


wbicli we groan are pubJio.debcs aud 
private debts. la the former we should 
include public securities as well as 
those from franchise corporations,, the 
latter being related to public functions 
or utilities, -v.'hich the public should 
own und control. 
Wo then have today 


about $17,000,000,000 interest bearing 
securities acting as n general mortgage 
on the totality of earnings from all hon- 
est workers. About $10,000,000,000 of 
that represent land mid franchise value's 
belonging to tbe people that tie peoplo 
can take back through "Jarid values 
taxation." About$7,000,000,000would 
ba leit, which the people would hava to 
pay. 
That, being a colleclive debt, rep- 


resenting labor created wealth, should 
bo paid by society ns a whole, and hence 
through social, public money, backed 
by the wealth of the nation, and so ac- 
ceptable by all. 


Snpposa that the uew indnstiral or- 


ganhiatioa was to commence tomorrow. 
We 'could pay those $7,000,000,000'of 
debt in ten years through an annual 
issue of f 700,000,000 irredeemable gov- 
urnment notes as the only legal tender, 
gold and silver being ,demonetized be- 
canEU they are tho money of barbarism 
and monopoly. Each dollar of those $7,- 
000,000,000 would be guaranteed by $10 
of the wealth, of the nation. 
As that 


monoy could only bs used to promote 
industry, from the fact tha* our land 
values taxation would make all gam- 
bling and monopoly unprofitable, it 
would be as good as if not better than 
gold, its volume being fixed, in relation 
to the wealth back of it, as its collateral 
security. 


"What has just been mentioned could 


not be done, in ethics, through private 
money because we could never ascer- 
tain its volume and never its value or 
that of the security back of it. 


Now leb us see about private debts. 


They amount to about <fl,000,000,000 
today. Half of that can be called land 
values, which would ba canceled by tho 
land values taxes. There would remain 
f3,000,000',000 to be paid by the respec- 
tive individuals, such debts, resting, an 
private mortgages, ou specific real es- 
tate, etc. 


Notice that money would be abun- 


dant, on the plan just outlined. As it 
could only be useful in wealth produc- 
tion and never in land or wealth corners 
or restrictions, it would forever remain 
witJi the wealth producers. Everybody 
could then rapidly pay his private debtj 
aud nobody would ever need to be iu 
debt again for any length of time. And 
again we should need public money, in 
order to pay such private debts, under 
ethical principles, money that everybody 
should know something about, money 
which, being part and parcel of a public 
issue, could and should be stamped in 
such a form that each note would ide"n- 
tify itself by its own number in relation 
to the whole run of numbers of each 
and every denomination in the total is- 
sue. - Nothing of the kind could take 
place \yith any form of private money. 


Now remember that society has its 


duties. -It must collect a certain revenue 
through tho nation and make certain 
payments all over. It must know what 
it receives and what it pays. It must 
pay in i'orms acceptable to all. It must 
receive what is due from all—that is, 
its natural income, since land values 
taxation is really the suppression of all 
taxes; hence the need of -social, public 
money. 
' - 
' 


A nation composed of intelligent citi- 


zens shall never be dispossessed from 
that most transcendent social right, thnt 
of fixing the money supply through pop- 
ular voto and make it as abundant ns 
needed to totally and rapidly establish 
ethics among men. 


Interest is nothing but land rents in 


another dress, rents collected by indi- 
viduals or corporations through laws of 
favoritism, monopoly or franchises. 


Any attempt to suppress interest with- 


out the suppression of 'such favoritism^, 
etc,, would simply increase the land 
rents on franchise profits collected by 
tht few at the expense of the many. Be- 
sides,"there is a right and a wrong way 
with which to suppress interest iu its 
permanent and injurious forms. 


There is no need of law forbidding 


private money among those who may 
\prefer it, but we should have some com- 
mon consensus in. the unit of values as 
in that of .weights and measures 'if so- 
ciety is to hold together tinder principles 
of freedom and ethics for universal good. 


The suppression of the debtor and 


gambling classes would make banking 
systems unnecessary. Each commercial 
center would have a clearing house con- 
nected with a public depository of pri- 
vate funds. And that is all. 


Suppose the processes mentioned"are 


not enough for on ideal social compact. 
They would not interfer'qwith any other 
reform.';They would facilitate an; re- 
form worth having. The writer chal- 
lenges anybody to disprove that.

over 20 years the gubernatorial chair is 
vacant. During the sickness of Governor 
Greenhalge, according to the constitution, 
Lieutenant Governor Wolcott was offi- 
cially known as "acting governor." The 
constitution does not transmit the title of 
governor to the second officer of the state 
In the event of the dear-h of the first officer. 


Lieutenant Governor Wolcott today sent 


a message 10 the legislature officially noti- 
fying it of the governor's death, and im- 


Lediately issued a public proclamation 


announcing to the people of the common- 
wealth that there is a vacancy in the office 
of governor. 
The lieutenant governor 


then ceases to lie "acting governor," hue 
becomes lieutenant governor and com- 
mftuder-in-chief. 


1 Governor Greenhalge's last day nt the. 
state house was Friday, Feb. 7, and then 
he remained in the executive chamber but 
a few hours. 
Ho signed several acts, 


which had been passed by tho legislature, 
before leaving. At 4 o'clock In the after- 
noon he -went to Springfield, to take part 
in the dedication of the new state armory 
there. He came to Boston on Saturday, 
Feb. 8, bnt did not go to trie state house. 
This was the lose time ho left Lowell. 


Governor Greenhalge's last ofllci.il act 


was his message to the legislature ou Feb. 
24, announcing"the death of ex-Governor 
Kobinson. Ou Feb. 15 n batch ot papers 
ivere sent by a special messenger to Lowell 
for the governor's 
official signature. 


These consisted cf 22 acts of the legisla- 
ture and five resolves,_all of which the 
governor signe'd, although 47 commis- 
sions, dated Feb. 27, the last meeting o£ 
the executive council, "bear his signature. 
These commissions are all for justices of 
the peace and notaries public. 


A Pathetic Incident. 


Apathetic iniident oE his lasb sickness 


followed a postponement of the annual re- 
ception given by tlie governor of the com- 
monwealth to the people on "Washington's 
birthday. - .W_hat was then considered a 
slight indisposition rapidly developed into 
the causes which brought his death.

considerable sum but it would be worth 
all U would cost and more. 


Tho city of Lawrence suffered sorely 


from typhoid fevtr before getting a filtered 
BVipply of water from the river, but ever 
since It has been comparatively free from 
that disease. 


In, making tho request aet forth in the 


communication, the board of health is 
backed by tho state board. 
Besides Drs. i 


Field aud Harrington are among tho most 
progressive physicians in this city. 
They 


are thoroughly posted on health matters, 
and theirrecommendation deserves serious 
consideration. 
\ To procure such a filter would bo more 
advantageous to the city than to expend a 
largo amount for the general metering ol 
water.

At the Defeat Sustained in 


Abyssinia, 


DULY 
MEAGRE 
REPORTS OF 


BATTLE RECEIVED. 


3aratieri is Denounced as a 


Coward. 


ROME, JInrch 5.—Further details hiwe 


been received concerning the 
clcfcJic of 


Italians iu tho battlo of Adowa, uud they 
rend to confirm [hi! "*st nl;irming reports 
circulated, although ''llo exact number of 
men killed is not yet .-mnounccd. 


General Burutieri's force consisted of 10 


battalions ot white croops (Italians), 6 bat- 
talions of native troops and 12 batteries 
of artillery. 
Since the defeat no news has 


been received from General Dabormida's 
brigade, which was composed of seven 
white battalions and four batteries of ar- 
tillery. Generals Alberton and Arlmondl 
and thoir brigades are also missing, and 
It is behoved they have beea annihilated. 


It is almost impossible to describe the 


state of excitement in Koine, and no such 
acenes have been witnessed since the oc- 
cupation of this city by tho Italian troops. 
The whole population eeein to be in the 
streets, aud the eutiro'police force, as well 
all the tL-oops of the garrison, on duty. 


The cabinet ministers held meetings 


throughout yesterday; but, 10 far as 
known, tho king lias noc yet accepted 
Premier Crispi's resignation. 


The vrliole country .appears to be os ex- 


cited as the Inhabitants o" the capital, anil 
rioting occurred during th& day in several 
cities. The press censwr, however, is hold- 
in:; back all dispatches liable co Increase 
the Etato of alarm prevailing, and some 
time must elapse before the real truth is 
known. 


The war office has been besieged during 


the day by crowds of people, and is sur- 
rounded by troops. The offices and resi- 
dences of all the ministers are guarded, 
and the guards at the palace have been 
doubled. 


In the main thoroughfares, shouting 


crowds assemble every now and then, 
calling for the downfall of the ministry, 
only to be dispersed by the police. Nu- 
merous arrests have been made, and the 
police escorting the prisoners to tho differ- 
ent depots have, in several cases, been 
ronghly handled by the mob. 


It is reported that private dispatches 


have been received announcing serious 
rioting at Naples, Florence and at "Venice. 
Thei government officers are maintaining 
the most strict censorship over all press 
dispatches between Italian points, and it 
is v'lth difficulty that the news can be sent 
from here, except under strong; pressure 
from Influential quarters. 


Lato lasc night there was a serious con- 


flict between tho police and a mob which 
seemed bent upon making a demonstra- 
tion before tho palace. The national flag 
was carried, draped with crape, and there 
were cries of "Down with'the ministers!" 
"Down with Crlspll" "Death to Barati- 
eril" 


TratH Nat Revealed. 


The government is being urged by some 


of the most prominent men in the coun- 
try to give to the press all the news in its 
possession, as It is still believed that the 
worst has not been told and that the war 
office is-in possession of facts still more 
startling than those which have already 
leaked out. 
One rumor has it that the 


entire Italian army was practically wiped 
out, and that only a battalion or two suc- 
ceeded In reaching Asmara. At tue war 
office, however, It waa stated that this is 
an exaggeration. 


The truth of the matter seams to be that 


the ministers are anxiously awaiting the 
report of General Baldlssera, and that, In 
the meanwhile, they are suppressing the 
facts which reached them previous to his 
arrival at liassowah. This, nt any rato, 
Is the most charitable construction to place 
upon the apparently cruel silence of the 
government. 


To those having relatives serving with 


the Italian army In Africa the failure of 
the war office to Issue an official report Is 
little less than torture. But no amount 
of pressure seems strong enough to obtain 
the anxiously awaited newi from the 
minister of war. . 


Further details are being received of 


violent sceneS enacted yesterday at differ- 
ent points all over . Italy, which, the gov- 
ernment has sought In vain to prevent the 
publication of. 
The 
alarmist rumors 


which were circulated are. confirmed by 
the later reports, and the whole of Italy 
seems to be in the hands of the aroused 
populace, indignant at the government, 
which is apparently powerless to quell the 
outbreaks of wrath. 


Popular demonstrations 
of the most 


violent character have occurred through- 
out the Italian peninsula. The most seri- 
ous of these occurred at Milan, where 30,- 
000 persons took part la tho disorders, 
amounting to a popular uprising. The 
police of thnt city had their hands full to 
bring the crowds under control, and were 
forced to charge through the streets with 
fixed bayonets before they succeeded in 
dispersing tho mob. No statement Is 
made of the amount of harm done to the 
Inhabitants by this rough usuage, but it Is 
known that a large number of persons 
were injured more or less seriously. 


The public gatherings were addressed by 


orators who made violent speeches against 
the constitution and against the minis- 
terial policy in Abyssinia, and were greeted 
with wild acclamations. 


In Rome there was less'vloienoa, but
